The Minnesota 
Editors’ Accident 
Reduction i ampaign 
recently pointed out that if you drive 60 or more miles per 
hour at night, the chances are you are overdriving your 
headlights— you can’t possibly stop within the distance voii 
can see ahead. 
P aur Martz, chief of the Minnesota Highway Patrol, en­ 
dorses this warning. He notes that the laws of his state re­ 
quire headlights capable of illuminating an object up to .'550 
feet away. However, an average passenger car traveling at 
60 miles an hour with average brakes needs 366 feet in 
which to stop. 
“ Properly adjusted headlights on the newer cars usually 
meet the 250-foot requirement.” the chief explains. "Rut 
the driver is traveling at least 16 feet in the dark. By the 
time he can see the danger, he is too close to stop.” 
Martz is concerned over other factors that increase the 
danger. If the headlamps are poorly adjusted, or if there is 
dust or grime on the lamp lenses or on the windshield, the ef­ 
ficiency of even the best headlights may he reduced as much 
as 50 per cent. Rain spray and mud can do much worse. He 
also advises against the use of low-beam lights, which 
greatly increase the after-dark hazards because they seldom 
project more than 150 feet. 
Highway engineers have been doing what they can to re­ 
duce the dangers of nighttime driving and their efforts 
have resulted in some reduction 
in after-dark accident 
rates. 
Especially on the newer mads, pavements have been 
made wider and smoother and sight distance improved by 
straightening hills and curves. Perhaps the biggest contri­ 
bution to nighttime driving safety has been the use of reflec­ 
tive materials for road signs, hazard markers, curve de­ 
lineators. and even for the center lines and edge stripes on 
the pavement. 
These reflective devices glow brightly under headlights 
while the driver is still far enough away to stop or swerve. 
But to avoid a pedestrian nr animal, or an unlighted and un- 
reflectorized vehicle or hazard, it is up to the driver to con­ 
trol his speed so he will he able to see the obstacle in his 
headlights while there is still time to stop. 
Because the chances of being involved in a smash-up are 
still much greater at night than in daylight, safety experts 
offer these tips for after-dark driving: 
1. When you enter the car from a brightly lighted 
area, 
sit in the dark for a few moments to give your eyes time to 
adjust to the change. 
2. Keep your speed 10 to 15 miles | k t hour below your 
normal daytime speed. I f your foot gets heavy on the g a s . 
remember that your stopping distance, in feet, is a little 
more than five times your speed in miles. 
3. Keep your windshield clean. Every time you clean your 
windshield, clean your headlights 
and tail lights. 
4. Dim your instrument panel lights at night 
if will help 
you see ahead on a dark road.

The Minnesota Editors' Accident 
Reduction Campaign 
recently pointed out that if you drive 60 or mort* miles per 
hour at night, the chances are you are overdriving your 
headlights— you can’t possibly stop within the distance you 
can see ahead. 
Paur Martz, chief of the Minnesota Highway Patrol, en­ 
dorses this warning. He notes that the laws of his state re­ 
quire headlights capable of illuminating an object up to 350 
feet away. However, an average passenger car traveling at 
60 miles an hour with average brakes needs 366 feet in 
which to stop. 
•‘Properly adjusted headlights on the newer cars usuallv 
meet the 250-foot requirement." the chief explains, “ But 
the driver is traveling at least 16 feet in the dark. By the 
time he can see the danger, he is too close to stop." 
Marti is concerned over other factors that increase the 
danger. If the headlamps are poorly adjusted, or if there is 
dust or grime on the lamp lenses or on the windshield, the ef­ 
ficiency of even the best headlights may he reduced as much 
as 50 per cent. Rain spray and mud can do much worse. He 
also advises against the use of low-beam lights, which 
greatly increase the after-dark hazard* because they seldom 
project more than 150 feet. 
Highway engineers have been doing what they can to re­ 
duce the dangers of nighttime driving and their efforts 
have resulted in some reduction in after-dark accident 
rates. 
Especially on the newer roads, pavements have been 
made wider and smoother and >ight distance improved by 
straightening hills and curves, Perhaps the biggest contri­ 
bution to nighttime driving safety has l>een the use of reflec­ 
tive materials for mad signs, hazard markers, curve de­ 
lineators, and even for the center lines and edge stripe* on 
the pavement. 
These reflective devices glow brightly under headlights 
while the driver is still far enough away to atop or swerve. 
But to avoid a pedestrian or animal, or an unlighted and uri­ 
ce flectorized vehicle or hazard, it is up to the driver to con­ 
trol his speed so he will be able to see the obstacle in his 
headlights while there is still time to stop. 
Because the chances of K ing involved in a smash-up are 
•till much greater at night than in daylight, safety experts 
offer these tips for after-dark driving: 
1. When you enter the car from a brightly lighted area, 
sit in the dark for a few moments to give your eyes time to 
adjust to the change. 
2. Keep your speed IO to 15 miles per hour below your 
normal daytime speed, lf your foot gets heavy on the gas, 
remember that your stopping distance, in feet, is a little 
more than five times your speed in miles. 
S. Keep your windshield clean. Every time you clean your 
windshield, clean your headlights— and tail lights. 
4. Dim your instrum ent panel lights at night—it will help 
you see ahead on a dark road.
